PON the fuppofition of a being 

having formed the univerfe, and 
adapted various means to various ends, 
his nature mutt appear to poffels tire 
qualiues of power, mtellipence, and 
benevolence. ‘he queition, then, 
concerning a future ftate, feems to be, 
whether, (1f our capacities of enjoy- 
ing fuch a condition he antecedently 
interred,) the notion itfelf be confor- 
mable to what might naturally be ex- 
pected from the free and unretlrained 
exercife of thele difcovered attri- 
butes. 

To begin with the fir of thefe 
three which I have mentioned : tho’ 
the circumfance of a fecond hie 
trikes us as highly improbable, in 
itfelt confidered, yet we cannot con- 
ceive a greater difficulty in that ope- 
ration of power, which may reftoreus 
to lite, than in that which has aétual- 
ly brought us into being : and indeed 
the very confideratioa of our being 
unable to align any reafon for this 
particular limitation of power in the 
Deity, when conjoined with other pre- 
jumptions in favour of a future ftate 
of being, would almolt induce us to 
dehieve, that, to raife us from the duft 
may probably be the natural and ne- 
ccllary progrefs of the operation of 
adequate power. 

2. Having allowed the intelligence 
of God, from the many marks of it 
exhibited in the admirable contrivance 
of his work, we may be permitted 
to make conjeétures refpecting the 
probable tendency of intelligence in 
a being pofleffed of correipondent 
power and benevolence ; and it feems 
hardly pothble to conceive, that un- 
fuch circumiances the Deity 
any elfe but the 
sompicte and final happinefs of all 
Creatures for, from the nature 
it fhould feem that they 
keep pace witha confcioufnefs 

‘power — Infinity of volition, then,

mult be fuppofed where there is in- 
finity of power, in conjunction with 
the tame degree of benevolence ; and, 
as we can aflign no yeafon for the 
mutation of benevolence in the Deity, 
any more than of his powers, we have 
all the prefumption that the nature 
of the cafe can afford, for beheving 
that we jhall exitt in a future hie. 
For the idea of final happmets being 
inthe mind of an intinitely intellie 
gent being, muit, if a confcioulnefs 
of correfpondent power be fuppoted, 
be accompanied by a fuitable volition, 
which in an intimtely benevolent bes 
ing can be no other than a determi. 
nation to effect it. We are abun. 
dantly authorifed to make thefe con- 
clufions from the known analogy of 
volition tn fimilar cafes. 

Let it be fuppofed, that a man 
polleiies a deiinite quantum of bene} 
volence, together with a correfpon- 
dent degree of power. Suppofe fare 
ther, that the idea of a feheme for 
the promotion of happinefs occurs to 
his wind, which ts confcious of abi- 
hity to carry it into execution ; will 
tt not, (provided he be unbiaifed ty 
contending inieretts,) be abfolutely 
inpoflible tor him to will any thing 
elfe but the execution of his projeét ? 
It does then appear that confci- 
oufnels of power mult neceflarily be 
accompanied with correfpondent vos 
litions, where there 1s no real or 
imagined ob{tacle in the cafe. Bue 
adinitting the ‘eltoration of the 
fame, or fimilar particles of matter, 
to be within the icale of poffibilities ; 
there 1s no obitacle to the effecting 
of fuch a fcheme, unlefs we either 
fuppofe that the power of the Deity 
does not extend to every thing in ite 
felf practicable, or that he ts partial- 
ly benevolent. the firit of thefe 
fuppolitions we have no ground what- 
ever, but the mere poffibility of con- 
ceiving it to be the cafe. = the 
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arances in nature, 
viewed in a detached light, afford a 
fu ficiently plauible argument: But 
the obvious tendencies of things ob- 
lige us to confider both good and evil 
i conjunciien w ith each other; and 
when we judge thus fairly, we gene- 
rally find. that evil refults from cer- 
tai «tabluhed laws, in themfelves 
bio ly benefictal to the human race, 
ws weil as to the other parts of crea- 
tions at much felt be 
neceilary for the formation of a great 
charactvr, we ought rather to 
pote a det tect otf power an 1d intelli. 
gente in the Deity, in not havi ing 
things Ol herwife, than of 
benevolence, beets the object in 
tls caie 10 plainly that of producing 
happinefs. Bat the fact 1s, that am 
moit imitances we clearly diicover, 
that fome general law mutt have 
tfringed to anfwer our ob- 
yections to particular phenomena, 
and that ferious calamities mufl have 
befallen us m confequence of {uch an 
yofrinzement. Could we never fee 
anv reaton why evil fhould exif in- 
fiead of mmagined advantage, 
which we would willingly fubititate 
for it, it would bein vam to endea-

the rude ayes of thew tate, pumth- 
ments were no lefs fevere. Adultery 
was reoarded as fuch a heimous crime, 
that itmet with the fevereft punih 
ments that the laws could mflict; 
whereas, mocern times, it is hardly 
regarded asa crime, and accordingly 
the punitlment, ifany be inflicted, is 


lenient. 


Lhe molt rigorous laws, however, 
certainly better than none, or 
even than thofe which are too lenient ; 
and the advantages of the power of 
punthing crimes being placed in the 
hands of the magiilrates, will appear, 
when we contider the fituation of 
europe during the dark ayes. The 
origin of duetling ts well known. On 
the fubvertion of the Roman Empire, 
the barbarous nations introduced 
their own cultoms and laws. ‘lhe 
power of inflicting punithments was 
not poflefed by the magiltrates, and 
accoidingly, individuals who ima- 
gined themfelves aggrieved, thought 
themielves entitled to avenge them- 
felves on the agereffor Nay, this 
cuitom was even faingtioned by law, 
for it was imegined that this was the 
only way of difcovering the guilty 
party. who was fuppoled to fail by 
the hand of his adverfary. To the 
fame caufe were owing the aflaffina- 
tuons which were fo common in thefe 
3ge3, and hxewile thele quarrels,

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and, as they may be called, petty 


wars, which broke out amony 
ent noblemen, efpecially in Sec land, 
Marder was then hardly regarded as 
a crime, and hence thefe noblemen 
imagtned they had a right to fatisfy 
then delive of tevenge in the blood 
of them adverfaries. thefe Qacres 
of foctety the laws were too weak 
to rettrain thefe cuftoms, which 
tinued to exalt even fo late as two 
centurics ago; hence the murder of 
David Rizzio was hardly rejrarded as 
a crime, as appears trom Duchanuan’s 
hiitory of Scotland. 

It was already obferved, that it ap. 
pears the molt probable opinion that 
the punifhments inflicted during the 
infancy of fociety would have been 
very fevere, and this will farther ap. 


pear, when we eoulider the charac. 
ters of the firft members of civilized 


fuciety. ‘The Romans, for inilance, 
were but an affembly of robbers, ant 
their king Romulus, when he firit 
butit the city, can be rewarded in no 
other light than a captai of a band 
of banditti, as the Romans certainly 
were, during the whole of his reign, 
and they fupported themfelves on the 
fpoils of their nenghbours, with whom 
they were continually at wa. It 
would therefore have required the 
feverelt laws, and molt rigorous pu- 
nifiments, to reflrain within due 
bounds perfons of fuch abandoned 
characters, who were indeed the very 
dregs of other nations. . 

As fociety improves, however, 
would appear, that the inhabitants 
becoming more pol:thed, there would 
be no occafion for thefe fevere pu- 
nifhments. They would therefore 
fall into difufe, and others lefts tevere 
be initituted in their place; 3 
cordingly we find this to be the eats 
among the Romans, and 
among the Greeks, from whom the 
former borrowed many of their laws. 
The punifhment of thieves mm partt- 
cular was far more lenient than what 
it isin Britain ia modern times, and 
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sadeed the punihment of theft 10 this 
niry is certainly incontiftent with 
foun policy. According to Divine 
a thief was to rellore fives 
cid. Among the Athenians the 
faine law prevailed, and the Romans 
borrowed it from them, It is cer- 
tainly furprizing that the Roman 
whieh have been almott univers 


) 
‘ 


tally adopted by the nations ot mo- 
Jem {hould not be imitated 
jn Britain with refpect to the punith- 
ment of thett. 

Various treatifes have been written 
en the punithment of theft, all tend- 
in to that thieves might be 
punifhed in fuch a manner as to ren- 
cer tuem uletul to the ftate, and it is 
to be regretted that the prefent pu- 
nihment of theft has been fo long 
fanctioned by time, as to render all 
hopes of another fort of pumilunent 
frurtlefs. 

Pundhments ought certainly to be 
inflicted on the commiffion of every 
Unlets this were the cafe fo- 
ciety could not exit, Without thele 
puodhinents there would be nothing 
but anarchy in a ftate, and experience 
“has fully proved the miferies of fuch 
fiiuation. appears during the 
civil wars among the Romans, hence, 
as has been obferved, they fled for re- 
fuse from this ftate of anarchy into 
the arms of defpotifin itfelf, and cer- 
tainly there was not amore direfal 
flavery than that under which the 

eomans groaned during the reigns 
of the greateft number of the twelve 
Cxiars. 

In the proper arrangement of the 
laws retpeGing punifhments, the wif- 
dom of legiflators is duplayed. Where 
puuilments are too fevere they ceafe 
tometimes to be inflisted, and often 
Geuroy the end of their inftitution 4 
and when too lenient, they ceafe to 
be a terror to vice. The laws infti- 
tuted by Draco among the Athenians 
Were repealed after his death on ac- 
Count ot their feverity, which pu- 
miited every crime alike with death, 
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and this gave ocesfion to Solon to 
dilplay his wildonr in enacting more 
equitable laws. 

It bas been obferved that the fitu- 
ation of a prince requires him to be 
endowed wath wildoin in order to di- 
rect him in pardoming crimes. Were 
he to pardon all crimes, he would be 
unworthy of the bioh ltation whict 
he enjoys 3 and were he, on the ether 
hand, to pardon NON, he woutd be 
termed a tyrant. ‘Phe widow 
of a jovereign, therefore, appears both 
in pardoning and pundhing. As laws 
may be called the walls which defend 
focicty, fo it is the duty of every 
fulsject to obey the laws of that come 
munity of which he is a member. 

The fatety of a ttate depeads on 
the chara@er of its members, cach of 
whom may be compared to a wheel 
ina mechanical engine, which, whea 
it remains in its proper place, contri- 
butes to the working of that mac lhines 
but when put out of its place, or 
when another is fulftituted ats 
room, difarranges the whole machi. 
nery. The members of a Rare, there- 
fore, fhould remain coutented im their 
refpe Give fituations, remembering that 
the artrlt and mechanic may be com- 
pared tothe wheels of a machine, ard 
the rich and higher ranks, to thole 
{prings which fet thefe wheels in mo- 
tion; and it is certainly the duty of 
thofe who are eminent fortheir leara- 
ing, tomake known their difcevertes. 
It is well known what a diiference 
exiils between the inhabitants of thr 
happy ifland, and other nations in 
this refpedt. It 1s tie progrefs ot 
learning, arts, and fciences, which 
has chang-d the cultoms which ex- 
ifted a few centuries ayo, which has 
putan end to ihofe feuds and quar- 
rels which were formerly the dijrace 
of the nobility of this country, and 
which has furniihed employment fo: 
numbers who would have etherwie 
been beggars or robbers, as was for. 
merly the cafe before thele ars were 
known.

favour of the ttudy here recom. 
mended, feveral weighty confidera- 
tions might be alledged, both on mo- 
ral and on prudential principles. It 
mult indeed be acknowledged, that, 
mM yenerai, mankind lay too much 
ltrefs on mere propriety 3 and are 
guided in their eitimates of charaGter 
more by the outward circumftances 
ui Geportment, than by the inward 
oe cilential qualities of the heart and 
uuderianding, ‘I'his at but fe- 
Condary virtue, is always preferred 
betore qualities of the firit order, 
ana the want of it is allowed too 
much to depreciate real and original 
Merit. Otull its intrinfic worth is 
§reat, and that its current value in 
the world is fomewhat higher, ought 
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not furely to leffen its importance in 
our eflimation. If we wiih to live 
happily and refpectably among man- 
kind, and to gain their eiteem and 
coniidence, we mult learn to accom. 
modate ourfelves to their taite and 
feelings ; we muft cadeavour to be 
ufeful to them in their own mode, 
and by means which they can fee and 
comprehend. It particularly to 
be regretted when a defect in the 
fenfe of propriety appears in a preat 
and tuperior mind, which is perfectly 
fitted in all other refpects to com- 
mand the veneration of 
Nothing fo much taratihes the 
of extraordinary talents, or letiens the 
dicnity of virtue. Such a characte 

refembles a magnificent but untiota- 
ed building ; im fome parts towering 
above all competition, but im others, 
finking below the level even of the 
humbictt habitations. A perfon ef 
this detcription lotes half the 
neis, and more than half ihe enjoy- 
ment of his talents; for the good 
which we do in our immediate circle, 
as it is often more fubttantal than 
widely-extended beneticence, fo it is 
in general much more fatisfactory to 
the mind, becaufe more dillincily felt 
and perceived, His neighbours per- 
haps look up with wonder to his ge- 
nius and learning, and probably ad- 
mire them the more for the fingula- 
ritics and eccentricities with which 
they may be attended. but in mo- 
ments of diftrets and diihculty, do 
they come to take refuge under his 
abilities, and apply to him for ad- 
vice, for fupport and confolation ? 
This 1s the true criterion of the pro- 
per ufe of tuperior talents ; and it is 
the lefs honour to have it faid that 
our endowments are admired by fo- 
reign nations, if their beneticial etlects 
are not felt and acknowledged with- 
inthe {phere of our perfonal influ.

volumes of the Annales de Chimie, 
and a great many introductions to 
Chemical eflays, which were foon to 
appear (fo he told.me) in Nicholfou’s 
Journal.

They were induced 
to believe that the favannas of this 
latter country were very favourable 
to the increafe of their bees, and 
confequently, to the making of 
honey, They, accordingly, placed 
their hives in the midf of thefe fa- 
vannas, which were finely painted 
with the flowers of the kalmia an- 
gullifolia. ‘The bees increaled pro- 
digioufly, and it was evident that the 
principal part of the honey which

they made was obtained from the 
flowers of the plant which I have 
jatt mentioned. 1 cannot learn that 
there was any thing uncommon in 
the appearance of the honey : but al!

From this experiment, they were fen- 
fible that it would not be prudent te 
fell their honey ; but, unwilling to 
lofe all their labour, they made the 
honey into the drink well known by 
the name of metheghn, fuppofing 
that the imtoxtcating quahty whtek 
had refided 1 the honey would be 
loft in the methegin. In this re- 
Speét, however, they were miftaken, 
the deink alfo intoxicated them, af- 
ter which they removed their hives.
